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More Cutbacks Announced by Federal 
Government to Post-Secondary Education, 



Beginning in the 1990-91 school year 
the federal government's plan to further 
cut funding to post-secondary education 
will come into effect. Bill C-33 was 
announced in last April *s federal gov- 
emment budget and will, according to 
the Canadian Federation of Students, 
reduce funding over a five year period 
by 900 million dollars. Minister of 
Finance, Micheal Wilson, states that 
through the EPF, funding will increase 
to post-secondary education. With the 
announcement of Bill C-33, and the 
proposed cuts, his statement directly 
contradicts his actions. 

Previously, the Tory government, 
throughBillC-96 in 1986 reduced post- 
secondary education by a shocking 1.6 
billion dollars over aperiod of five years. 
One has to wonder if fully accessible 
post-secondary education is really as ac- 
cessible as it used to be. 

As if these cuts are not bad enough, a 
recent budget leak shows that 50 million 
dollars will be cut from a portion of the 
Challenge 90 program known as the 
Summer Employment/Experience De- 
velopment Program (SEED). This pro- 
gram has been cut back every year since 
1986 and the government has justified 
these cuts by stating that unemployment 
rates have been falling. Curiously 
enough, however, unemployment rates 
remain at over 10%. (except in Ontario)

Brain enzymes might 
be clue to alcoholism

The presence of too much of an 
enzyme called catalase may be the 
marker of people who are likely to 
become alcoholic. 

Dr. Zalman Amit, a Professor of 
Psychology at Concordia 

University, says that studies he did 
with rats demonstrated that the 
more catalase present in blood 
samples, the more the animals 
craved alcohol. "There is a very 
tight relationship with the activity 
of this enzyme in the brain and the 
affinity of animals to alcohol," he 
says. 

He is currently studying the 
relationship between catalase and 
alcoholism in humans; his 
preliminary results suggest a 
significant correlation. 

The results may lead to the 
development of a simple screening 
test for people who have a 
genetically high risk for 
alcoholism. Catalase levels and 
activity are "determined from the 
day you are born," Amit says. 

Catalase is an enzyme that is 
found in ail mammals' body 
tissues, including humans'. Its 
prime purpose in the body is to 
"eliminate hydrogen peroxide, 
which is a toxic by-product 
produced by the processes of 
metabolism," Amit says. 

In the mammalian brain, catalase 
breaks down alcohol and produces 
a substance (acetaldehyde) that 
causes intoxication and a craving 
for more alcohol. 

Acetaldehyde "is the primary 
metabolite of alcohol. When 
alcohol starts to get broken down, 
that is the first product that comes 
out," Amit says. 

"Catalase controls drinking 
because it controls how much of 



the alcohol gets converted to 
acetaldehyde," he adds. The more 
catalase present, the more 
acetaldehyde will be produced. 

In animals or humans, catalase 
levels are established soon after 
birth. An individual's levels remain 
relatively constant thereafter- 
some people naturally have 
high levels, some lower ones. 
In AmitVs studies of rats, the 
naturally higher levels are strongly 
correlated with a tendency to 
alcoholism. 

Amit has begun studies to 
verify that this relationship holds 
true in humans. "So far, we have 
looked at about 150 (people)," he 
says. 

Participants in the study give a 
blood sample and report how much 
alcohol they drank during the 
preceding month. Amit looks at the 
catalase levels in the samples and 
relates it to how much alcohol each 
person has consumed. 

He is looking at samples from 
people who are everything from 
teetotalers to alcoholics and will be 
looking at another 150 samples 
before the study is complete. 

The correlation between catalase 
and alcoholism was "quite 
significant" in the people studied 
so far, he says. "If the catalase 
level is higher, then the average 
intake (of alcohol) for the previous 
month is higher." 

"It's essentially a confirmation 
of what we saw in animals," he 
says. 

Amit's work has been supported 
by the Medical Research Council, 
the Natural Sciences and 
Engineering Council of Canada, 
and Quebec FCAR.

OSAP Fraud 

On August 8, 1989, Peter J. 
Langes appeared in Provincial Court 
in Thunder Bay, Ontario, charged 
with an offence under Section 1 8( 1) 
of the Canada Student Loans Act. 
Langes applied for Canada Stu- 
dent Loan funding through the On- 
tario Student Assistance Program 
(OSAP) for a 1987/88 course of 
studies at Lakehead University in 
Thunder Bay. In his application, he 
stated that he had not nor would not 
be applying to another province for 
assistance for the same study pe- 
riod. He was awarded a Canada 
Student Loan through OSAP. It 
later came to light that he had also 
applied for and received Canada 
Student Loan funding through the 
Manitoba Student Aid Branch. 

Langes pleaded guilty to the 
charge. He received a conditional 
discharge and six months probation. 
This individual is now barred from 
receiving ftirther financial help under 

OS AP and the Canada StudentLoans 
Program.

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University of Tyumen: Close-Up

Tyumen, called by historians the 
mother of Siberian cities, was 
founded in 1 586 on the steep bank of 
the Tura River 3,000 kilometres 
northeast of Moscow. Today it is a 
major industrial and cultural centre 
in Western Siberia. Large oil depos- 
its prospected in the 1950*s brought 
it fame as Siberia's oil centre. 

University of Tyumen was set up 
in 1973 on the basis of the oldest 
teacher's training college. In the 
past 1 5 years it has become a leading 
educational establishment in West- 
em Siberia More than 6,000 stu- 
dents study at the faculties of phys- 
ics, chemistry, economics, mathe- 
matics, biology, geography, philol- 
ogy, history, law, and Romanic and 
Germanic philology. Lately, the 
economics and law faculties have 
become especially popular. The 
number of students and professors 
at the university is determined by 
the state allocations received. Since 
the number of applicants is greater 
than the university can take, only 
those who show the best perform- 
ance at the entrance exams are 
admitted. At the humanitarian fac- 
ulties priority is given to the exams 



in the native language and literature, 
history, and a foreign language, and 
at the technical, in mathematics, 
physics and chemistry. Preference 
is given to the applicants who have 
worked for at least two years, espe- 
cially in the chosen speciality. The 
students receive a stale grant of 50 
roubles a month. It is not much, but 
you can live on it, considering that 
education is free and the hostel rent 
is five roubles a month. Besides, 
students can always find time and 
opportunity to earn a hule exua. 

The university has two hostels 
with all modem conveniences for 
students from other cities. But some 
students prefer to rent a flat or a 
room, although it is expensive. 

The university has more than 400 
lecmrers, and 100 researchers, in- 
cluding 17 doctors of science. 
Recently the main department of the 
Northern Development Institute at 
the Siberian branch of the Soviet 
Academy of Science opened at the 
physics faculty. It is headed by 
Corresponding Member of the So- 
viet Academy of Sciences Robert 
Nigmatulin, an eminent scientist 
famous for his research into the 



mechanics of multiphase systems. 
Besides attending lectures and 
seminars, many students do inde- 
pendent research at scientific, so- 
ciological, archaeological and eco- 
logical laboratories. They are plan- 
ning to lake part in adult research 
work and to cooperate with research 
institutes. The best get increased 
stipendsof 75 to 120roublesamonth 
and go to study to Moscow or abroad. 
The students take an active part in 
the university's management. The 
student council decides all issues 
hand in glove with the adminisua- 
tion headed by Professor Aleksei 
Ivandeyev, D.Sc. (Physics and 
Mathematics). 

We spend a lot of time, espe- 
cially before the exams, at the 
university 's reference library which 
has nearly a million books. The stu- 
dents' interests are not confined to 
education alone. In the evening they 
attend a folk group, an academic 
choir, a theatre studio, or go in for 
sports. 

I think we have many common 
interests and problems. We have 
begun to build a bridge of trust and 
cooperation. Let it be durable and 
unite us.

Our Deputy In Kremlin 

Irina Volodina, student of Tyumen State University 



This past spring Sergei Vasiliev, 
27, a postgraduate at our university 's 
history department, was elected 
people's deputy from the Tyumen 
electoral district He oulnm 10 ri- 
vals and won 70% of the votes. 

We were attracted by Vasiliev 's 
program which stipulated measures 
to carry out an economic reform, 
switch over to territorial cost ac- 
counting, and raise the material stan- 
dards of pensioners, young families, 
and students. Sergei popularized 
his ideas during various ralbes and 
demonstrations. He does not con- 
sider himself a professional poUti- 
cian but believes that every people ' s 
deputy must have a professional 
approach to political affairs and, 
hence, study law, history, social psy- 
chology, and economic problems. 
Perestroika is associated in the 
USSR, above all, with democratiza- 
tion and openness, but Vasiliev 
notes that many U^at this process 
only as unlimited freedom. It is vital 
to understand that the democratic 
mechanism is an instrument of re- 
forms. But it cannot guarantee that 
tomorrow there will be a large choice 
of goods in Soviet stores. Freedom 
is a moral category. All efforts in 
the political, economic, and cultural 
field are senseless if people's moral 
standards are not raised. Genuine 
freedom means understanding of 
one's rights and duties and ability to 
find real ways of development But 
searches for optimum solutions is a 
complicated and even painful proc- 
ess. It is especially important to take 
into account the specific historical 
situation while making a political 
choice. Not all deputies manage to 
correlate their political programs 
with realities. Thus, Vasiliev be- 
lieves that Andrei Sakharov is an

outstanding scientist and humanist 
but not a very su-ong politician. 
Sakharov' s proposals are often ab- 
stract and declarative and do not 
consider the socio-economic situ- 
ation in the country. 

In VasiUev's view, the past 
Congress of People's Deputies 
showed that we have chosen the 
right way. It exposed acute prob- 
lems that call for an urgent but not 
hasty solution. Our laws must be 
comprehensive and well-thought- 
out Sergei points out diat their texts 
need to be elaborated in the com- 
missions and not during healed 
debates at the session. This is not 
always the case and, as a result, a 
number of issued documents still 
need amendments. 

There has of late been much talk 
of a crisis in the Soviet Communist 
Party. Vasiliev holds that the 
Communist Party is the only force 
having a constructive program of 
action. Any pohtical party may Uve 
through ups and downs. It is vital to 
draw timely conclusions. Sergei is 
sure that the Party has done this. 
While backing the Party, he sharply 
criticizes Party red tapists and career- 
ists. 

The work of a deputy takes nearly 
aU of Vasiliev 's time. He is unmar- 
ried and is assisted by his mother, an 
engineer, father, a plant manager, 
and younger brother, a college stu- 
dent. These three help Sergei with 
the mail and numerous telephone 
calls. They also "exempted" Sergei 
from work on the family's garden- 
ing plot and other home chores. 

In his spare time Vasiliev likes to 
paint and play the guitar. His fa- 
vourite writers are Feodor Dos- 
toevsky and Ivan Bunin. 

Deputy Vasiliev regards as his 
main task to awaken people's dig- 
nity and make them think. In his 
view, this is an indispensable condi- 
tion for the progress of Soviet soci- 
ety.

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THE TRUTH ABOUT CAFFEINE 

More Than A Quick Pick-Up 



Americans drink five hundred million cups of coffee a day, 
and consume more coffee than any other country in the 
world. Four out of five Americans have two to four cups 
every day, while twenty-five percent qualify as true 
caffeine addicts by drinking more than fi\e. cups in a 
24-hour period. Coffee, of course isn't the only source of 
caffeine; caffeine also occurs naturally in nonherb teas, in 
cocoa and chocolate and is an additive in certain kinds of 
aspirin, cold remedies, diet aids, and colas. 

Cutting down on caffeine makes sense for a number of 
reasons, but perhaps the most important is that caffeine 
is medically classified as a poison. Around ten grams of 
caffeine— as much as might be found in seventy to a 
hundred cups of coffee— can be fatal. 

Side Effects of Caffeine 

Caffeine has some beneficial effects. It stimulates the 
central nervous system to help keep people alert and 
increase their stamina. It can relieve certain types of 
headaches by constricting blood vessels in the brain and 
can reduce muscle tension by increasing blood flow to the 
muscle cells. 

Adverse effects can include the inability to fall asleep, 
interrupted wakeful sleep, mood changes (anxiety, 
depression and irritability), heartburn, stomach upsets, 
increased headaches and irregular heartbeats. Caffeine- 
sensitive individuals or occasional caffeine consumers find 
these effects to be more dramatic. Heavy coffee drinkers 
often become desensitized to some of the adverse effects 
but they also become dependent on its stimulant effects. 
For them caffeine reduction often brings headaches and 
withdrawal symptoms. 

Excessive caffeine is not recommended for women 
trying to get pregnant, for pregnant and breastfeeding 
women or for individuals with an active ulcer. Some 
women with fibrocystic breast disease have reduced 
symptoms of pain and tenderness after avoiding caffeine. 
Moderation or abstinence for these individuals is the 
prudent choice. 

Cardiac disturbances which include irregular heartbeats 
and temporarily increased blood pressure have been 
documented with caffeine consumption. Whether caffeine 
can actually cause heart disease and/or heart attacks is a

Gmsider this hypotheiical scenario. 
ScnaU'School univenity basketball team loses 
an excellent rookie prospect and a solid 
vetem with identical severe knee injuries, 
during the summer, well before training camp. 
The DoiveTsity itself begins the year with an 
exlended faculty strike. During the course of 
the year two of the team's most dependable 
leaden are out cA action or considerably 
hobUed for a bulk of the club' s schedule. By 
mid season the bespectacled coach is starting 
five first year players for virtually every 
gaoK. The team as always is playing in one 
of the most competitive divisions in the 
embc country and every player is quietly 
confident that they can defeat the nation's 
top ranked team. Calgary, which is currently 
addmg to its North American record for most 
consccoiive wins by a women's university 
basketball team- so long as Calgary makes it 
10 the finals to [^ay them. 

Behold the incredible story of the 1989- 
90 version of the Laurentian Lady Vees 
basketball team. For years this varsity squad 
has been the pearl of the oyster that is Lau- 
rentian. Neither the coaches nor the players 
want to be looked on as the mouse from 
Lauicmian that roared in the CL\U world, 
rather they proudly regard their school and 
their program as a national power and year in 
and year out they have earned that respect 
throughout Canada. The Lady Vees have 
established a tradition of exceUence that is 
the envy and the terror of virtually all the 
other women's university basketball pro- 
grams in the nation. Refreshingly in this 
changing world, the Lady Vees arc also 
about uniting education and athleticism 
through a common band of success. Each 
year, this program is under the pressure of 
high expectation from the Laurentian com- 
munity and the city of Sudbury and each year 
the program delivers. This year's team is the 
latest fruit from this magnificent vine of 
sporting heritage. Perhaps this year's team is 
even more special. 



Consider again my hypothetical team. 
Only a team on a magical season of destiny 
would seem to be able to overcome what this 
group has had to. Laurentian Athletic Direc- 
tor and Lady Vees basketball coach for the 
last eleven years, Peter Ennis, says that his 
expectations heading into this season were 
no different than any other year. He says that 
eadi year he enter? the season with goals to 
win the provincial crown first and then to 
challenge at the national championships for 
the title. Each year when the smoke clears 
his charges have consistendy put Laurentian 
among the top five teams in the country. 
However, this year, the coach could have 
been excused for lowering his sights, for 
during the summer the team's fortunes suf- 
fered a pair of set-backs that could have had 
a very negative impact on the team. First, 
recruited Sudburian, Jennifer Leahey, whom 
Ennis called an "excellent high school 
player", and whom he projected would be a 
"good rookie prospect", blew out her knee 
during the summer ending her season before 
it began. Then, about one month later. Lady 
Vees veteran Laurie Lovell suffered an almost 
identical injury to her knee as that which 
befell Leahey and she joined her young team- 
mate-to-be on the long road to rehabilitation 
and off the Vees roster for 1989-90. 

All was not lost however, for Eraiis had 
scored a tour de force in recruiting that 
picked the pockets of Canada's larger uni- 
versities and thwarted scholarship-loling rep- 
resentatives from the United States. Ennis, 
who calls recruiting his bottom line, says he 
goes into each recruiting campaign with the 
intention of attracting at least one high cal- 
ibre basketball player to Laurentian each 
year. This year he managed six, seven count- 
ing Leahey. His recniiting style is hard, but 
honest. A Vees veteran says that in recruit- 
ing, Ermis projects the whole Laurentian 
experience: the school, the city and the 
university environment. She says Ennis' 
position as coach with the Canadian national 
team stimulates recruits, for they know "He 
an do something for you. He can make you 
lake an extra step to become a belter player." 
llic coach stresses the success of his pro- 



gram and can draw on an alumni like the 
present head coach of the CIAU leading 
Calgary Dinosaurs, Donna Radakis, a Vees 
player in the late 1970's. A constant theme 
of Ennis in attracting high school phenoms is 
to underline 'what could be* if the recruit 
chose Laurentian. Obviously, this year the 
recruits bought the tomorrow that Ennis was 
selling, but they are doing it today. 

Actually, the freshman group of 1989-90 
is a story in itself. Laurentian was blessed in 
friendships and team associations that had 
existed before any of the rookies chose to be 
a Vee. As it happened, two of the players, 
Carolyn Swords and Martha Sandilands 
played for Onurio's provincial team last 
year while three others; Nana Robinson, Sue 
Stewart and Dianne Nonman played for the 
Canadian National Junior Team. Bear with 
me because this begins to sound like a Wella 
Balsam commercial, because as Ennis re- 
cruited each separately the young ladies them- 
selves began to compare notes and make ccA- 
lective decisions. You see. Miss Robinson 
of the Junior team happened to be a good 
friend of Miss Sandilands, on the provincial 
team and they told two friends to go to 
Laurentian and so on, and so on and so on... 
The result was that all five chose Laurentian 
and the Lady Vees could become a dynasty 
for years to come. A most special added 
bonus was the signing on of another fresh- 
man, (fresh woman sounded funny) Tricia 
Stewart, a forward Ennis says, "has the po- 
tential to be a super player." 

Ideally, as Ennis says, this would have 
meant an excellent blend of youth and expe- 
rience for his Lady Vees surters this season, 
but again it has been a season of overcoming 
and rising to the occasion. The problem once 
again was injuries and this time they were 
during the season to two key performer?,; 
team captain Shirlene McLean and fellow 
veteran Chantal Sl Martin. Expected to be 
cornerstones of the team, McLean has been 
bothered season -long by nagging injuries, 
while Sl Martin has been out of the line-up 
since November 2 1 . One Lady Vees vet said 
the team truly came together under the ad- 
versity of having to play without starters 



McLean and St Martin at full strength. Ob- 
viously, Eruiis did not panic. 

He and assistant Angle MacDonald, a 
fonner player from 1977080, simply let the 
team challenge itself to fill the voids left by 
the intense, skilled, quarterback McLean and 
the swift, talented St. Martin. Ermis and his 
players openly state that those who play well 
in practice will {^ay in the games. One 
player ways that "everyone knows the five 
most consistent, best players during the week 
of practice that best match up with the up- 
coming team will start" For the past two and 
a half months those five have been the rook- 
ies Norman, Robinson, Stewart, Sandilands 
and Swords. One might thmk that there 
would be some veteran rookie animosity, but 
all associated with the team suggest the 
contrary. They say the talented rookies push 
the skilled veterans for their mutual benefit 
and that in any event the team is tightly knit 
and has no malignant factions within iL 

The team plays a very up tempo running 
game and boasts one of the nation's stingiest 
defences. It executes a run and gun, rapid 
transition game, which suits all the teams 
players. Veteran Christine Slapleton stresses 
"We work on defense in practice, but we aU 
love to run. We esublish the pace of the 
game offensively. We try to make the oppo- 
sition adjust to us." A reason for the team's 
success this season is their blessing of a team 
of capable scorers so that the opposition 
cannot key their defense on any individual. 
The Lady Vees have six players who consis- 
tendy contribute between 8-14 points per 
game and among these Coach Ermis says 
Diane Norman and Shirlene McLean are 
good threats to mesh between 15-20. Also 
helping is the fact that the squad can present 
so many different looks. The Lady Vees can 
put five six fool Amazonian she-devils of the 
roundball on the floor and still have some 
spare change on the bench. 

Ah yes. ..the bench. This is a tower of 
strength for the Lady Vees. By his own 
admission. Coach Ennis uses about ten play- 
ers on a regular basis, but every member of 
his extremely dep bench sees playing time. 
He worries about remembering that his troops 



on the bench are persons and not just ball 
playen and this is one reason the whole team 
respects him and is a chief factor behind the 
outstanding production of the Lady Vees 
subs. Ennis' bench is well endowed with 
versatile, gifted offensive and defensive team 
players. For the past two and a half months 
players like spark-plug guards Sue Foy , Tracy 
Phelps and Louise Boulanger as well as 
seasoned forwards Jennifer Adams. Christine 
Stapleton and rookie Tricia Stewart have 
been vital cogs in the machinery of success, 
coming off the bench to contribute for coaches 
Ennis and MacDonald. 

The best part of the 1989-90 story is yet to 
come. Shirlene McLean is back in fighting 
trim once more and Chantal St Martin is on 
the way. Their return is coinciding with the 
stretch mn to the play-offs and they can only 
help an already positive situation. There are 
a lot of hoops to be exploited between now 
and the end of the year, but already this team 
appears to me to be marked for greatness. 
Their youth bodes well for the future. Coach 
Ennis says "If I was coaching elsewhere I 
would be very intimidated at the thought of 
this team having six rookies and getting 
better." Indeed, but for the veterans the 
clock is ticking and the young seem impa- 
tient For these basketball gladiators there 
can be no tomorrow until the completion of 
today. This is a special, proud and spirited 
crew. Their quiet confidence is inspiring. 
The University of Calgary may have never 
lost in almost 60 games, but our Lady Vees 
want them. "We are the cat ready to pounce 
on the mouse." says one Vee. Without doubt 
they have nothing to lose. So if you go to 
Laurentian or for some reason are reading 
Lambda and live in Sudbury, don't miss out 
on something special. Come out to the Ben 
Avery Gymnasium. Come and see Peter 
Eimis coach with his heart for all the world to 
see. See the composed Angic MacDonald 
and behold the truly special, very exciting, 
and proud U>-be-Laurentian's. Lady Vees 
basketball team on their way to earning the 
nickname of the CIAU team of the nineties.
